NO MONEY TO HIRE HELP. 


Taft Thinks Failure to 1 
for Clerks Oversight and Asks 
$50,000; Believe Con- 
gress Will Refuse,

Washington. D. C., Feb. 16.~{Spebink l- 
President Taft has pointed out à solution ot 
the difficulty over the enforcement of the cor- 
poration tax arising out of the publicity 
feature of that law, He puts the question 
squarely up to congress, and in all probability 
lets the corporations entirely out of their fear 
of publicity. 

The corporations have been complaining 
that the publicity feature of the new law will 
lay their business affairs open to become the 
property of their commercial rtvais through 
the provision of the law making such returns 
publie records. The returns tothe commis- 
sioner of internal revenue were due on March 
1 and the matter had become acute and the 
objections strenuous. 

‘Would Require Force of Clerks. 

The internal revenue and treasury officials 
have estimated that full compliance with this 
feature of the law would require them to set 


aside certain rooms and employe force of

Mr. Hul, who is presi- 
dent of R. D. Hill 4 Co., real estate dealers 
at 136 Adams street, is traveling in Japan. 

Mrs. Hill was in a hysterical condition 
throughout the evening, and all she was 
able to say was: 

“It's too terrible. @t's too terrible 

Martin's threats to kill Helen Hill uniess 
her mother made a payment of $600 to ©. 
A. A. Krugger”’ by order of the Maitta *— 
apparently the bilackmatler’s spelling of the 
word Mana- were made in a long, dramatic 
letter. The money was ordered sent by mail 
to “ Krugger,” care of the general delivery 
at Glencoe. 

When Martin kppeared at the Glencoe post- 
office yesterday he was handed the dummy 
letter sent to him by Gen. Stuart. Postofiice 
Inspectors Charlies riggs and J. v. Kiston 
arrested the man 4&8 Soon as he opened the

Text of Death Threat Letter.

Taft Tells Views in Letter. 

President Taft's attitude and views are 
volced in the following letter to the sec- 
retary of the treasury: 

“The White House, Feb. 14 — My Dear 
Mr. Secretary: Un the question as to the 

meaning of paragraph~6 of the corporation 
excise law, im section 38 of the tariff act of 
Aug. 5, 1900; 1 have little doubt. It seems 
to me that it was intended by congress that 
the returns, origina] and corrected, but not 
the documents and evidence taken upon 
investigation, should be open to inspection 
as are court. records. 

“J understand the difficulty that pre- 
sents itself to you—to wiht: that congress 
in the urgent deficiency bill of Aug, 5; 1909, 
appropriated $100,000 ‘for the expenses of 
collecting the corporation tax; and that 
it was assumed that this would enable you 
to use a proper part of the sum fe in- 
creasing your clerical and other assistance 
needed to give the opportunity for thé pub- 
lie inspection specifically provided in the 
act. It will require at least §50,000 prop- 
erly to index and display the returns of, 
more than 400,000 corporations, to house 
them in rooms convenient of ness for the 
public, and to provide clerks tor the care 
and custody ot them under such conditions. 
„It now turns out, however, that by sec- 
tion 4 of the act of Aug. 5, 1882, the geo- 
retary of the treasury is expressly pro- 
nibited from using any part of the appro- 
priation of $100,000 made in the words of 
the atatute already quoted, for the employ- 
ment of persons within ‘the District of 

Columbia. 7

PROTESTS ARE IN VAIN. 
Ald.” Oullertom: and Others Say 
They Want te Give a Pair 
Deal” to City Employes 
Hit by Report. 


A city council ghost arose yesterday an“ 
announced tin a loud voice that it would sit 
in judgment on the findings of the 
commission. This specter is the civil 
committee. During the day it held its moet 
meeting in the life of the present council. 

The ghost committee decided it would hear 
for itself all the evidence gathered by the 
Merriam investigators on the doings of em- 
ployés of the city sewer department. The 
Merriam report called Supt. William ©. Quinn 
of the bureau and many of his subordinates 
and workers worse than Inefficient. When 
this report was submitted to the city council 
Ald. Cullerton had it referred to the specia 
civil service committee. Ald. Cullerton's 
namesake nephew is chief clerk of the sewer 
bureau. 

Bo the. whole matter of sewer cleaning 
graft, laziness, and drunkenness as charged 
in the ‘Merriam report ia to be laid before 
this suddenly animated ghost. But the civil 
service committee expects to dispose of it 
in an hour, If took the Merriam investi- 
gators a month to get the evidence. 


Merriam Tries to Check Committee. 
Ald. Merriam made a vigorous effort to 


check the action of the committee, but to no 
avail. He pointed out that nothing would be 


accomplished, that the committee could pre- 


fer no charges, that it would embarrass and 
hinder the coramission, that another trial 
would have to be held before the civil service 
board, and that it was a waste of time. 
“Of what use will it be?” he asked. 
“What will you gain?’ ! 
Ald. Clark, whe had been doing much talk- 


‘ing, was not able to answer the question 


He said: 
“ Why, I would ine to see this committee 
do something, anyhow. It never has held

Asphyxiation of Catexwanting Prowl- 
ers as Humane Remedy. i 


Pussy cat stock has taken a decided slump 
and there are now reported to be 500,000 
homeless kitties in Chicego and environs, ac- 
cording to Hugo Krause, superintendent of 
the Anti-Cruelty society, 

Mr. Krauses interest in statistics concern- 
ing the cat population ef Chicégo and par- 
tiguiarly that part of it made up of felines 


the back alleys where they have been wont 
to forage. He has discovered that the mod- 
ern householder provides his cook with an 
improved receptacle which. does not admit 
of exploration into its d@pthe by bungry 
felines and cehines, — 

The consequence is that dogs and cats with- 
out homes starve or come pretty near to it, 
according to Mr. Krause. 


Can’t Hern Honest Living. 

There is a pound paid for by the city where 
the outcasts of the dog family are given a 
quick and painless exit from this life, but the 
cats elther starve to death or drag through 
a miserable existence for years, Mr. Krause 
said. 

In other days, before the advent of cement 

sidewalks and modern flat buildings, pussy 
had a chance to make an honest living 
through hunting rate and mice, but in many 
parts of the city the rodents are said to have 
been practically exterminated. 
The fact that cats are not needed any longer 
to capture rats and mice is said by Mr. 
Krause to account for the lack of care ther 
receive. 

“If every woman in Chicago would adopt 
one cat there would be no “at problem,“ said 
he. As it is, I receive no end ot letters com- 
plaining about the cat nuizance—caterwau!- 
ing in the dead of night, for instance. : 

Suggests “Cat W. 

“My remedy is to have alf the dog pound 
‘wagons provided with a separate compart- 
ment for cats and to havea general cleaning 
up throughout the city of homeless felines. 
They could be put out of existence by the use 
of charcoal fumes.”

First. reports. from. Springfield yesterday 
were to the effect that the decision was sweep- 
ing and might result in freeing hundreds of 
prisoners who now are confined in the house 
of correction. 

Later information, however, disclosed the 
fact that the decision pertained only to the 
court's jurisdfittion in grand larceny cases, 
and did not uphold the contention’ made by 
Attorney Charles N. Erbstein, who was act- 
ing for Harry Melton; that petty larceny is 
also an indictable offense, and that the Mu- 
nicipal court has no jurisdiction in such 
cases, either. 

According to the opinion ot the higher 
court the larceny of $40, with which Melton 
was charged, constitutes grand ‘larceny, 
hence the Municipal court should have bound 
the prisoner over to the grand jury, and the 
information should have been by indictment. 

In the case of Melton he was proseeuted in 
the Municipal court on.an information, and 
was sentenced by that court to a term in the 
house-of correction. The eet court or- 
dered his release. 


Olson Discounts ‘Decision. 

Hatry Olson, chief justice of the Municipal 
court, said he considered the decision of little 
importance.

MUSEUM BILL_IS ADVANCED. 


House Passes. to o Third Reading Meas- 
ure to Provide Site for the 


Building. 

Springfield, III., Feb. 16—The Field mu- 
seum site bill gained a lap today by advance- 
ment to third reading in the house. One of 
the amendments made in the house judiciary

The 
socialists are maintaining the boycott with 
the purpose of preventing the empire from 
securing the intended revenue from the alco- 


hol tax.
